Apollo astronauts on the moon 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) 
— The last Apollo explorers landed 
on the moon today in a dusty dead­ 
end canyon that may hold long- 
sought clues to the moon s birth and 
death. 
Apollo 17 Commander Eugene A. 
Cernan and geologist J3ck Schmitt, 
the first scientist to visit the moon, 
put down as the rising sun cast long 
shadows over the stark terrain. 
They 
were 
the 
eleventh 
and 


twelfth men to land on the moon, 
and the last Americans until the mid 
1980s at the earliest. Ronald E. 
Evans remained in the command 
ship America mapping the moon’s 
surface. 


On their last pass over the landing 
site before the descent. Cernan and 
Schmitt sighted their target. 
“Man, Gordo, this is absolutely 
spectacular,” Cernan told ground 


communicator Gordon 
Fullerton. 
The commander then spotted the 
craters and mountains they had 
been 
studying 
from 
maps 
for 
months. 
“You can see the slide, 1 think you 
can see the great cross. We've got 
Family Mountain. We’ve got, of 
course, the massifs (mountains). 
We can see the scarp. We can see 
the light mantle. I’ve got the Great 
Cross, Camelot, Sherlock. Believe it 


or not Houston, they ’re all there.” 
Cernan and Schmitt slithered into 
Challenger at 9.40 a.m. to begin 
descent 
procedures.

later behind the moon on the 12th 
orbit.

Dole resigns; Bush to be GOP leader

Republican 
National 
Committee Chairman Robert J. Dole announced today 
he is resigning and will be succeeded by George Bush, 
now U. S. ambassador to the United Nations. 


After conferring with President Nixon, Dole told 
reporters at the White House that Bush had been 
persuaded to take the party leadership as a result of a 
personal telephone call today from Nixon and a meeting 
with Dole in New York 


The selection of Bush, twice unsuccessful candidate 
for the Senate from Texas, is subject to approval by 
Republican Party leaders, but this is expected to be only 
a formality. 


Dole, senator from Kansas, said the GOP National 
Committee would meet Jan. 19 in Washington. He said 
that the committeemen had already had been sounded 
out on his successor. 
Dole insisted he was not being forced out of the job, 
although it was widely reported that Nixon wanted a full­ 
time chairman. 
With a wry smile, Dole told reporters there was some 
speculation when he met with Nixon at Camp David Nov. 
28 that “I went to the mountaintop to be pushed off. 
“That wasn’t the case,” he said.' 
He said he had a “very frank” discussion with the 
President and noted that he is a candidate for re-election 
to the Senate in 1974. 
Meeting to decide on union merger 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— Longshore leader Harry 
Bridges disclosed Friday that a top-level meeting would 
be held in Washington, D C., Dec 19 “to get a final yes 
or ‘no’ on the question of the merger” of his union and 
the Teamsters Union 
Bridges, 
president 
of 
the 
International 
Longshoremen’s and Warehousemen Union, said he and 
his aides discussed the issue with Teamsters president 
Frank Fitzsimmons during a Teamsters executive board 
meeting in October. 
“The ILWU officers made clear our union’s position as 
to the terms and guarantees we wanted as part of the 
merger program,” Bridges said in a letter to longshore 
locals and their officials. 
Discussion of the possible merger of the two unions has 
occurred off-and-on during recent years. However, the 


talks became more intensified earlier this year during 
the four-month West Coast longshore strike.

was 
which 
union 
would 
have 
jurisdiction over the handling of cargo containers. The 
Teamsters claimed jurisdiction over some operations 
with the ILWU saying it had the responsibility for other 
jobs. 
Bridges also has discussed the possibility of merging 
his union with the International Longshoremen s 
Association which represents dock workers on the East 
and Gulf coasts. 


But these talks never reached final negotiations.

Harry Truman continues to improve 


KANSAS CITY, Mo 
(UPI) - 
Seriously 
ill 
Harry 
S Truman, 
relaxed today from a night of restful 
sleep, was asked by his doctor how 
he felt. “ I feel all right,” said the 88- 
year-old former president 
It was the most Truman had 
talked since he was hospitalized six 
days ago with a lung infection and a 
weakened heart. 
“ Former 
President 
Harry 
S 
Truman had a restful night,” said 
John Dreves, a spokesman, at a 
Research Hospital medical briefing 
“ His cardiac situation continues to 
show irregularity in rhythm, which 
began last night .” 
Truman 
improved 
so 
much 
Sunday that doctors took him off the 


critical list 
He was given extra 
medication to control the abnormal 
beat of his heart. His once-filled 
lungs were free of fluid. 
When the former chief executive 
was taken off the critical list, he 
was alert and spoke briefly and 
smiled at his daughter, Margaret 
Daniel, and his wife, Bess, 87 
Truman’s pulse was 76 beats a 
minute today, his temperature was 
P7.8 and his blood pressure was 120 
over 60. 
“He continues to tolerate his tube 
feeding well,” Dreves said. Truman 
was being fed through a nasal tube 
“ Mr. Truman was asked how he 
felt,” Dreves said. “ He replied, i 
feel all right ’ He also was asked if 


he 
hurt 
anywhere. 
President 
Truman’s response was, ‘No.’” 


“ We 
are 
very 
happy 
and 
encouraged,” said Mrs. Daniel when 
the nation’s 33rd President was 
removed from the critical list. “ He 
smiles at us and gave ‘yes’ and ‘no’ 
answers to our questions.” 
After 
Mrs. 
Daniel 
and 
Mrs. 
Truman drove back to the family 
home at nearby Independence, Mo., 
for the night, the hospital issued a 
final medical statement that said 
Truman’s “heart developed more 
frequent abnormalities in rhythm.” 
The 
flareup 
of 
T r u m a n ’s 
overworked heart was accompanied 
by “a slight decrease in blood 


pressure requiring medication to 
bring it within lim its,” said hospital 
spokesman John Dreves. 


D reves 
said 
that 
Truman, 
hospitalized last Tuesday with lung 
congestion 
and 
signs 
of 
heart 
failure, was having “ no difficulties 
w i t h 
r e s p i r a t i o n . 
O t h e r

The first of three seven-hour 
excursions from the cramped cabin 
of the moon lander, Challenger, was 
set to start at 6:53 p.m. It will be

PARIS (UPI) - White House 
adviser Henry A. Kissinger held one 
more secret meeting with Hanoi

there had been more progress in the 
talks than indicated in pessimistic 
reports thought to have originated 
from the Viet Cong representatives. 
Kissinger and several aides sat

Thuy in a heavily guarded villa of 
suburban Neuilly-sur-seine for their 
seventh meeting in eight days—the 
first time their sessions have lasted 
so long. 
The conference got under way at 3 
p.m. <9 a.m. EST) as the French 
radio station Europe No. 1 quoted 
Chou as telling newsmen in Peking 
it was possible that the Americans 
and the North Vietnamese would 
reach agreement “ within two or 
three days.” 
Ambassador William J. Porter, 
the chief U.S. negotiator at the 
regular semi-public 
Paris peace 
talks, sat in on the Kissinger-Tho 
conference for the first time. 
And, perhaps significantly, North 
Vietnamese deputy Prime Minister 
Le Thanh Nghi arrived in Paris 
Sunday from Hanoi with Nguyen 
Van Kha, the man who played a 
large part in framing the Geneva 
accords.

Another 
SF 'quake' 
prediction 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— Vicki Settles wishes she 
had the money to rent a 
helicopter for a few hours 
the morning of Jan. 4 She 
thinks she might witness the 
d e s t r u c t i o n 
of 
San 
Francisco in a great earth­ 
quake. 
Word is filtering through 
this quake-conscious city 
that the date has been 
s e t —a g a i n —for 
t h a t 
cataclysmic shock that the 
e x p e r t s 
say 
is 
due—sometime. But experts 
also say no one can forecast 
a quake. 
Residents 
of 
some 
communes where many of 
the “hip ' people now live, 
are getting their rusty vans 
ready for a trek to safer 
ground 
Vicki, however, is not a 
commune dweller. She is a 
clerk who works in the 
financial district, on the 
28th floor of one of the many 
skyscrapers that she fears 
may come tumbling down 
precisely at 9 a.m. on the 
fourth day of the year 1973. 


Vicki and a half-dozen of 
her co-workers are planning 
to be out of town. They have 
passed the word in their 
building and say a lot of 
people don’t take it quite 
seriously enough to leave. 
“ But a lot of them will be 
late for work—if the quake 
does not happen,” she says. 
“ Look,” says the young 
office worker, “If we were 
up here when it happened 
and we didn’t know, we 
couldn’t do anything about 
it. But when somebody tells 
me just when it’s going to 
happen, I'm going to get 
away.” 
“ My mother is going to 
L.A.,” she adds. 
Word about the predicted 
quake has been passed by 
the “alternative” press and 
radio stations. It has not yet 
been acknowledged by the 
scentific community. 


The last such exercise in 
earthquake 
countdown 
occurred in 1969, when the 
mayor and others held a fun- 
filled “doomsday” party in 
front of City Hall on the 
night that someone had said 
San Francisco would be 
destroyed. 


The time for the predicted 
1973 quake 
was set 
by 
Reuben Greenspan, who has 
been called an “ independent 
geophysicist.” He made his 
prediction 
in 
interviews 
with several newspapers in 
Arizona 
and 
California 
earlier this year. 
Greenspan 
has 
since 
made himself unavailable 
for elaboration on the new 
doomsday forecast. 
In 
th e 
p u b l i s h e d 
interviews 
he 
said 
the 
epicenter of the quake will 
be 2 x 2 miles south of San 
Francisco. It will have a 
reading of seven on the 
Richter scale—enough to 
wipe out much of the city.

Cannot fight 


BRUSSELS (UPI) —A top secret survey 
by the Egyptian army and air force has 
convinced the Cairo military that it cannot 
fight Israel in the foreseeable future, 
diplomatic sources said today. 
The sources said the survey showed that 
only 40 per cent of the army’s weapons are 
battle-ready and only 60 to 65 per cent of 
the air force’s warplanes are ready to fly. 
Another startling disclosure 
in the 
survey, they said, is the news that Egypt 
lost about 100 fighters and bombers in the 
“war of attrition” with Israel from late 
1969 until August, 1970, and in training 
since then. At the time, the Egyptians said. 
they lost 10 planes in fighting Israel.

Byrne said he was taking the action in 
light of an opinion by the U.S. Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeal in San Francisco that it 
would be “foolish to proceed to trial in the 
case with the jury selected four months

Strauss will not be 
a philosophical spokesman 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he voice of the 
Democratic party has a Texas twang once 
again, but the man who owns it says he’ll 
be a nuts and bolts politician and not a 
philosophical spokesman in the next four 
years. 
Robert S. Strauss, a gray-haired 54-year- 
old Dallas lawyer, took the chairmanship 
of the Democratic National Committee 
away from Jean Westwood Saturday. 
Strauss, the party treasurer for three 
years before the “ new politics” faction 
behind Sen. George S. McGovern took over 
last summer, could not manage to actually 
oust Mrs. Westwood as he set out to do, but 
the Utah woman had to pledge that she 
would resign without conditions in order to 
block an impeachment move. 
So when the showdown came, Mrs. 
Westwood was unable to knock Strauss out 
of the race, which she had wanted to be the 
price of her own resignation. And Strauss, 
who said he had 108 votes in hand Friday 
night, immediately came up with 106^2 on 
the first ballot Saturday afternoon, with a 


majority of members present and voting as 
well as an absolute majority of the 208 
committee votes. That ended talk of 
wheeling and dealing against Strauss on a 
later ballot. 


The result was not taken as a rout for the 
Westwood supporters. To win, Strauss had 
to repeatedly pledge that he would support 
the party reforms instituted by the new 
politics group at 
Miami 
Beach 
last 
summer, and to show his party loyalty, he 
accepted with only the addition of Mrs. 
Westwood herself the list of 106 names 
prepared 
under 
her 
leadership 
for 
membership of a new charter commission 
to consider and recommend basic revisions 
in the party structure.

had 
maintained from the first that the labor 
union-Southem 
conservative-old 
liberal 
coalition 
behind

interested in rolling back party reforms 
and regaining party control than they were 
in ousting the Utah woman.

—Locate the tree away from heaters, 
fireplaces, television sets, and locate it 
away from exits. 
—If possible try to have your tree treated 
properly with fire retardant chemicals. 
—Take tree down as soon as possible 
after the holidays. 


—If your tree is the artificial type be 
sure to check the labels certifying slow- 
burning materials. 
—If the trees are of the metallic type, 
use only indirect spot lighting and to 
eliminate any possible electric shock 
hazards do not hang lighting sets on the 


trees. 
—Candles should never be used on a 
C h ristm as 
tre e , 
n ear 
e v e rg re en 
decorations or near any other decorations 
of flammable m aterial. 
—Lighting 
sets 
should 
be 
checked 
carefully for worn insulation, broken plugs 
and loose bulb sockets. Use only those 
lighting sets approved by Underwriters 
Laboratories (UL). For outdoor lighting 
use only those sets that have been approved 
for outdoor use. Outdoor wiring needs 
special weatherproof cords. Be sure to turn 
off indoor lighting sets before going out or 
retiring for the evening. 
—Use only non-combustible or flame 
retardant m aterials for all decorations. 
Untreated cotton, flock and tissue paper 
ignite easily. 


IRA booby trap kills soldier 


BELFAST (UPI) —British officers said 
today a soldier killed by a blast inside a 
fortified Belfast military post apparently 
fell victim to an Irish Republican Army 
(IR A >booby trap 
Sgt. Stewart Middlemass, a 33-year-old 
father of three, died and two other soldiers 
were wounded Sunday when the tail fin of a 
British 3.5 inch rocket found by a patrol 
exploded inside Fort Monagh, a steel- 
barricaded 
post 
overlooking 
Belfast’s 
Roman Catholic Ballymurphy district. 
Middlemass was the 658th person killed 
in more than three years of violence in 
Northern Ireland between Protestants, 


Catholics, the British army and the IRA. 
A routine patrol found the rocket tail fin 
in the garden of an abandoned house near 
the post. Because it appeared harmless, 
soldiers were handling it. 
“There are standing orders that anything 
which might be booby-trapped should be 
left for bomb disposal experts,” a British 
spokesman said. “ A mistake was made 
here —a fatal m istake.” 
British officers said it appeared IRA 
guerrillas planted the explosive-laden tail 
fin in the garden, knowing it would be found 
by soldiers who regularly search the area

Still, a few 
of them c o n t i n u e un­ 
d a u n t e d , building their 
better mouse traps or, as 
in the following case, a 
better flying machine./

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Ever since Icarus was fitted 
with wings and died when 
he flew too close to the sun. 
man has dreamed of similar 
feats with less disastrous re­ 
sults. And why not? When 
the German aeronautical en­ 
gineer Otto Lillienthal was 
asked why he thought peo­ 
ple might fly like birds, he 
replied that he just could 
not believe that ‘‘a three- 
week-old s t o r k ” was that 
much smarter than all of hu­ 
mankind. 
So it is that for the past 
40 years James L. G. Fitz 
Patrick has labored in lonely 
compulsion, secure in the 
convictiqn that one of these 
days now, one of these days, 
he’s going to flap his man- 
made feathers and imitate 
the action of a stork. 
Already the hardware is 
ready. It took 2,000 construc­ 
tion hours and p e r h a p s 


$50,000 in out-of-pocket cash, 
but it’s ready. The body, an 
improbable m a r r i a g e of 
cables and sheet metal, sits 
on flat tires in the Fitz Pat­ 
rick basement. The wings, 20 
feet apiece, which resemble 
prehistoric drawings of the 
pterodactyl, are scattered in 
parts from the workshop to 
the attic. All that needs to 
be done is to bring them to­ 
gether at some s u b u r b a n 
airport, do a bit of check-out 
t e s t i n g , insure that the 
s c r e w s are all tight, and 
James Fitz Patrick will be 
off and, presumably, up. 
But first, a small prayer; 
“God.” says the inventor, 
“I hope everything works ” 
Everything should work. 
That is. if Fitz P a t r i c k ’s 
nearly half-century of study 
means anything. Since 1932, 
when he first began to "seri­ 
ously plot this thing out,” he 
has compiled a reading list 
of 2.000 books and papers on 
the ornithopter (a bastard 
word referring to the study 
of birds», has examined 500 
"flapping wing” patents (the 
first was obtained in 1864». 
and has worked out a thick 
publication of his own which 
proves, to his thinking any­ 
way. that his machine, all 
350 pounds of it, will fly up 
to 40 m.p.h. if five horse­ 
power of force is applied to 
each nylon pennon. 


"Look," says the inventor, 
f l a p p i n g a model of his 
wing, "when the wing goes 
down, the force of air pro­ 
pels it forward. That’s why 
you don’t need a propeller.” 
To fly like a bird, he grins, 
one simply has to have an 
arm that operates like a bird. 
There are those, certainly, 
who say p o p p y c o c k . Utz 
Patrick receives mail regu­ 
larly which insists he is go­ 
ing about the project for 
naught. "If God wanted us 
to fly . . .” and that kind of 
thing Even the U.S. govern­ 
ment. which has backed such 
quacky theories as the po­ 
tential of frisbee discs in 
warfare, has refused to rec­ 
ognize Fitz Patrick's claims 
of revolution. "I gave up try­ 
ing to get government back­ 
ing 20 years ago.” he says, 
shrugging, rubbing a strut 
on his yet unnamed machine 
And. in truth, there have 
been times when P'itz Pat­ 
rick himself has wondered 
about the viability of his 
idea. His wife also. He failed 
in his first attempt to put a 
flapping machine in the air 
(in I960»— "its wings were 
too rigid.” he says. As for his 
wife, she has kept her tem­ 
per a d m i r a b l y . "With all 
these wings hanging all over 
my home,” but she admits to 
inner doubts: "Well, what 
goes up. you k n o w, must 
come down ” 


Yet Fitz Patrick has perse- 
v e r e d . With single-minded 
pluck 
".Somewhere a l o n g 
the way.” he says. "I made 
up my mind to do this one 
thing no matter how long it 
took " Besides, he adds, .so 
what if it has taken 40 years, 
and so what if the home does 
look like Dracula’s batcave. 
so what if there are doubt­ 
e r s ’ 
"Look at this fellow Wan- 
kel. A lone individual Like 
me I bet he was told a thou­ 
sand times that n o t h i n g 
could replace the piston en­ 
gine. Hut he kept on plod­ 
ding. I.Kist 1 heard (ieneral 
Motors alone had paid $50 
million for the development 
rights to his engine ’■ 
Indeed, all things are pos­ 
sible Thus James Fitz Pat­ 
rick. a HO-year-old former 
physics teacher, now dean of 
S t a t e n Island ,College, re­ 
fuses to let the dust .settle 
on his pterodactyl wings He 
flies the appendages in an 
improbable l o o k i n g wind- 
tunnel in his attic (when the 
tunnel is operating he has 
to duck down the attic stairs 
for safety I He perfects his 
equations and theories in his 
aeronautical l i b r a r y (the 
boiler room I 
He combines 
an absolute genius (he has 
worked out a graph which 
determines a bird’s wirig- 
beat-per-second by its size 
and weight) with w o e f u l 
field expediency (the weight 
on his attic wind tunnel is a 
water-filled milk carton). 
He knows he’s right. "And 
I’m not the only one who 
thinks so. There are some 
others doing this same thing 
1 know of this one remark­ 
able man, 90 years old. in 
Los Angeles who has a ma­ 
chine that he says can be 
flown using o n l y ' m u s c l e 
power ” 
.\nd so one of these days, 
one of these days, Fitz Pat­ 
rick will be ready. "I hope 
to begin final testing in Jan­ 
uary ” His plan is to move 
the ship to a take-off point, 
check it out slowly, strip it 
down for flaws after each 
step—and. varoom' 
But even then, after the 
varoom. if there is a varoom. 
James L. G 
F'itz Patrick’s 
lonely compulsion may not 
be over. Ahead would be 
the job of sales and explana- 
tion.s. Gad. the tribulations 
of a solitary tinkerer P'itz 
Patrick insists the plane can 
fill a need for cheap, quiet, 
clean, efficient, s h o r t-t r i p 
tiansportation. But there will 
inevitably be those who won­ 
der, in this day of s p a c e 
rockets and intercontinental 
jets, if the w o r l d really 
needs a flapping machine.

Department 
to 
raise money for Cheryl’s 
medical bills, which have 
come to more than $20,000 
so far. 
The 
blue-eyed 
blonde 
fourth grader suffered a 
c r u s h e d 
p e l v i s 
a n d 
lacerations Sept. 16 when 
she was pinned to a wall by 
an 
auto 
driven 
by 
an 
unlicensed teen-age girl. 
She 
developed 
a 
gas 
g an g ren e 
infection 
in 
Altoona General 
Hospital 
and was transferred two 
days later by ambulance 
and helicopter to the Shock 
and Traum a Unit of the

V. Nale, makes $6,000 a year 
working at a local scrap 
yard.

The plight of the Nale 
family came to the attention 
of Don Girard, a disc jockey 
for radio station WVAM, 
and since Friday he has 
been conducting a one-man 
marathon on the air to raise 


money for Cheryl.

Bench is OK 
after surgery 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - A small 
lesion was removed today from the 
lung of Cincinnati Reds catcher 
Johnny Bench and doctors said there 
was no evidence of a tumor or 
malignancy. 


The surgery at Christ Hospital 
here included taking a frozen section 
of the lesion which revealed it was 
inflammatory. Further testing, to 
take about 72 hours, was planned to 
determine the cause of the growth. 


“The type of incision used was so 
that it was not necessary to cut into

muscles 
and

necessary to remove a rib,” Dr. 
Luis Gonzalez, the surgeon, and Dr.

“The lesion was found in a fissure 
between the lower and upper lobes 
of

lung 
and,

plications, would indicate a quick 
and

recovery.

NEW YORK (U P I)—Earl Morrall isn’t a bluenose. 
It’s simply that he prefers to spend New Y ear’s Eve 
quietly. 
This isn’t exactly an upset because Earl Morrall 
generally spends every evening quietly. 
At 38, he’s no kid anymore. He has been in pro football 17 
years now, has been up and down, has played with the same 
ball club as the great Johnny Unitas and against the great 
Joe Namath, and has seen some of the best and some of the 
worst, so it takes something or someone a little extra 
special to get him worked up. 
Paul Warfield is one of the few who can. 
Which isn’t really surprising because the gifted 30-year- 
old Miami Dolphins’ wide receiver has stirred the blood 
pressure of a lot of people from the President of the United 
States to the owner of the ball club. 
A guy came up to Earl Morrall at Yankee Stadium 
Sunday after he had led the unbeaten Dolphins to their 13th 
straight win with a 23-13 decision over the New York Giants 
and asked the veteran Miami Quarterback how many 
pass receivers he reckoned he has thrown to in his time. 
Morrall smiled. 
He actually tried to calculate the number, then gave up. 
“ I can’t estimate the total,” he said. “ I know I’ve thrown 
to plenty of fine receivers.” 
“ Where would you rate Warfield with them ?” the same 
guy asked. 
“ Right at the top, ” said Morrall. “ No question about it. 
Paul is the best, in my book. He has Huid moves and 
anytime he gets one-on-one, he’s gone. He’s the complete 
player. He’s a great blocker and he’s always looking to help 
the team. Out there today he made the catches when he had 
to. That’s what he always does. And he hangs on to the ball. 
All you gotta do is get it anywhere near him and he’ll catch 
it.” 
Paul Warfield, possibly the finest wide receiver in pro 
football, and that’s the same as saying he’s the best in the 
world, came up with four catches for 132 yards against the 
Giants Sunday. 
Three of his grabs were absolute eye-poppers, one re­ 
sulting in a touchdown and the other one, a 21-yarder, 
coming on the Dolphins’ second play of the ball game and 
representing their big strike in their first TD. 
“ Weren’t they beautiful!” marveled Joe Robbie, the 
Dolphins’ principal owner, talking about W arfield’s catches 
after the game 
“ It’s a thing of joy to watch Paul catching a ball thrown 
by Morrall or (Bob) G riese,” went on Robbie. 
Warfield, a three-time all-NFL receiver, was the pass- 
catcher Richard M. Nixon alluded to before last year’s 
Super Bowl Game when he made his famous phone call to 
Don Shula suggesting the Dolphins’ coach try a “down-and- 
in” pattern against the Dallas Cowboys. 
Paul Warfield didn’t have an especially good day in the 
Super Bowl and the Dolphins were beaten 24-3 but he had an 
excellent one against the Giants Sunday and many among 
the 62)729 who watched him perform in the ram weren’t 
even aware he was nursing a still sore left arch which had 
kept him out of action for more than half a month. 
“ My foot is still bothering me a little,” he said later on, 
“ but somehow 1 always get myself up a little more when I 
come here to Yankee Stadium. It’s such a great place to 
play and for me there’s a lot of nostalgia connected with 
it.” 
How so? 
“ When I was a kid in Warren, Ohio, I used to identify with 
the Cleveland Browns because they trained only 16 miles 
from where 1 lived in a place called Hiram, Ohio, and I 
remember how electrifying it was and how excited I’d get 
whenever they’d come to Yankee Stadium. 
“ I’d sit there and watch ‘em on TV from 500 miles away 
and I’d feel 1 was right there with ‘em. You’d watch all 
those great Cleveland players like Otto Graham, Marion 
Motley, Dante Lavelli and Mac Speedle, and later on 
fellows like Jimmy Brown and Bobby Mitchell. 
“The Yankees always had great baseball team s, too, in 
those days and I’d watch ‘em on TV also. 1 was thinking of 
that when I came in here today. I hadn’t been here in three 
years, and it was a great feeling to walk out of the dugout on 
the field” 
Warfield’s catch for a TD at 12:08 of the second quarter 
was a beauty. He outlegged the Giants’ secondary, speared 
the ball on the New York two and oozed through the mud 
the rest of the way for the score. That was a 34-yarder. 
The one he caught less than three minutes later was even 
better. 
Flanked by three Giant defenders, Warfield leaped high 
into the air and came up with the ball, but was tackled on 
the Giants’ 12 as the gun sounded ending half. 
The play covered 45 yards. Some of the moves Warfield 
put on Carl Lockhart, the Giants’ splendid defensive back, 
had to be seen to be believed, 
“Good catch.” Lockhart said to Warfield, lying on the 
ground with his face practically buried in the mud. 
Lockhart was lying right there with him. 
“ It meant a lot to me him saying what he did,” said 
Warfield “ Here’s a guy who never gives up. Whatever you 
get from him, you earn. He’s a remarkable com petitor.” 
It takes one to know one.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) -A 
gentleman at NBC research 
disagrees with the criticism 
that the television networks 
are 
downgrading 
older 
viewers in video’s obvious 
drive to lure the young 
urban 
audience 
with 
contemporary shows. 
‘i t is the advertiser and 
the 
advertising 
agency 
which has downgraded the 
older viewer," he says. 
In an interdepartmental 
memo, the gentleman from 
NBC says advertisers feel 
"that the audience which 
they 
want 
to 
reach 
is 
young." He adds that "they 
choose to overlook the fact" 
that many older persons 
have as much disposable 
income as younger ones, 
and sometimes more. 
Says the research expert; 
"NBC is willing to show that 
it is attracting substantial 
segments 
of 
the 
older 
audience. In fact, NBC lias 
been the leading network in 
two of the past three years 
and very close on the third 
year among older viewers.” 
And this statement itself 
is indicative of a possible 
change in attitude at NBC, 
perhaps a sign the network 
thinks there is commercial 
value in at least partly 
filling 
this 
programming 
area. For just a few seasons 
back, NBC used to needle 
CBS as a so-called old folks’ 
network. 
But 
now 
CBS-TV 
has 
joined ABC-TV in going 
heavy 
on 
contemporary, 
urban-oriented 
material. 
And, over at NBC-TV, there 
is frank admission that the 
network’s policy is to appeal 
to the broadest possible 
audience. 
Change, however, is still 
the order of the day in 
television. Take this coming 
New 
Y ear’s 
Eve, 
for 
instance: 
On the one hand, CBS-TV, 
despite all its contemporary 
programming, will offer us 
that 
New 
Y ear’s 
Eve 
tradition, Guy Lombardo 
and his band, in a 90-minute 
special from New York’s 
Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel 
around the midnight hour. 
And on the other hand, 
NBC-TV, which tells us it is 
a hit with older viewers (but 
wants the broadest possible 
audience), 
will 
go 
up 
against Lombardo, in the 
same time slot, with a 90- 
minute 
special 
called 
"Three Dog Night’s New 
Y ear’s 
Rockin’ 
E ve.’’ 
starring the music group in 
a very definitely youth- 
oriented show This outing 
will 
emanate 
from 
the 
Grand 
Ballroom 
of 
the 
Queen Mary, at Long Beach, 
Calif., and also, like the 
Lombardo 
show, 
feature 
shots of the revelry in New 
York’s Times Square. 
Traditional western series 
have always been just about 
the epitome of traditional 
programming on television. 
But

cancelation

NBC-TV’s 
"Bonanza" effective this 
midseason, 
CBS-TV’s

A bit of comfort 


Although it has been kept down to about 
three per cent over the past 12 months, the 
dismal fact remains that the cost of living 
index (CPI) has soared by 26 per cent 
since 1967, and only the most unregenerate 
optimist expects anything but continued 
inflation. 
The 
situation 
fortunately, 
is 
not 
necessarily as dismal as the figures. The 
reason, points out F. Lee Moore Jr. in 
Money magazine, is that the CPI, the 
government’s basic “market basket” of 
certain goods and services, measures 
changes in prices but seldom takes into 
account changes in the quality of the goods 
and services it keeps track of. 
Consider one simple example, he says. 
Motor oil is up 70 per cent on the CPI since 
1956. 
But 
because 
of 
technological 
advances in both oil and automobile 
engines, one quart of oil now goes up to 
three times as far as it did in the mid- 
1950s. 
Most of today’s cars require oil changes 
only every 4,000 to 6,000 miles, compared 
with the 1,000- to 2,000-mile intervals 
recommended 15 years ago. Thus the per- 
mile cost of oil is actually down by more 
than 40 per cent. 
House paint prices, for another example, 
are 24 per cent higher than they were in 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


1964. But the usual purchase today is an 
acrylic water-base paint that lasts 25 to 40 
per cent longer than the typical oil-base 
paint of the early 1960s. It also covers 
better and is more convenient to use, since 
brushes or rollers can now be washed in 
water. 
According to the CPI, sheets have gone 
up by 20 per cent since 1964. In fact, most 
buyers have switched to polyester - cotton 
combinations that cost about 50 per cent 
more than all-cotton sheets but last at 
least twice as long and require no ironing. 
On the CPI, daily hospital service 
charges are about six times as much as 
they were in 1960. But in many cases, new 
antibiotics and vaccines have reduced or 
eliminated the need for hospitalization. 
For instance, mastoiditis, a painful ear 
infection, was once dangerous and often 
required 
major 
surgery. 
In 
1940, 
treatment cost about $338. Today it is 
under $35. 
The 
moral, 
says 
Moore, 
is 
that 
consumers should avoid the easy but 
mistaken assumption that price rises 
always threaten living standards. They 
should take headlines about the rising 
consumer price index with a grain of salt 
— a commodity, incidentally, that still 
costs just about what it did in 1960. 


Hard-working 


WASHINGTON - Historians of 
the future are certain to say one 
thing of President Nixon. He is very 
likely the hardest working man ever 
to hold the office. Conscientiously, 
seriously, he works day in and day 
out, rarely putting down the burden 
of what Harry Truman called the 
impossible office.

The President’s retreat to Camp 
David 
says

perfectly valid reasons Camp David 
is a good place to concentrate and 
work. It is 29 minutes door to door 
from the White House to the Camp 
in 
the 
Catoctin 
mountains 
of 
Maryland and once there intruders 
are kept away. 
The White House, as one of the 
President’s close advisers put it, 
has become a kind of squirrel cage. 
Interruptions 
are 
frequent 
no 
matter how great the zeal of his 
protectors. At Camp David he is 
removed from most interruptions. 
His aides hesitate to call him there 
whereas in the White House they 
might pick up the phone. Instead 
they make decisions themselves 
rather than ask him for help

critics are calling his exposition the 
sermon on the mount. 
The contrast with the previous 
tenants IS striking It was initiated 
by Franklin D Roosevelt who called 
It after the popular novel of the time 
Shangri-La, a quiet, woodsy place to 
escape the cares of office. Harry 


Truman went there infrequently for 
relaxation and an occasional poker 
game 
with 
friends. 
President 
Eisenhower took his guest, Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev, to the 
retreat he had renamed Camp David 
after his grandson, for walks in the 
woods where they could talk in 
complete privacy. 
President Nixon’s busy work at 
Camp David has if nothing else 
produced daily headlines. It may, as 
he hopes, strengthen and thin down 
the vastly swollen apparatus of 
government. 
But 
whatever 
the 
outcome for the executive branch, 
and sometimes the effort on the 
mountain top seems to be a furious 
spinning of the wheels in place, the 
Congress 
in 
control 
of 
the 
D e m o c r a t s 
wil l 
r e m a i n 
unreconstructed and unrationalized. 
That is the nub of the m atter 
looking down the 
road to the 
congressional 
elections 
of 
1974. 
Econonly is a lovely thing in theory 
and the President’s action in cutting 
in half the funds authorized by 
Congress to fight water pollution, 
despite a hefty vote overriding the 
President’s veto, will win pious 
encomiums.

decapitated by this action reprisals 
are tound to follow. 
At this distance one prediction 
seems safe. The Democrats two 
years from now will increase their 
majorities in Senate and House. 
This was the history under the last 
Republican President prior to Mr. 
Nixon. After the Eisenhower sweep 


in 1952 the Republicans had a 
majority of one in the Senate and 11 
in the House. Two years later this 
was reversed with the Democrats 
having a senate majority of one and 
a lead of 33 in the House.

C a l i f o r n i a 
administrators and professors. The 
import of these have been that 
Reagan 
has 
brought 
about 
a 
deterioration of the University and 
an exodus of its professors through 
unwarranted budget cutbacks. 
Obviously nettled by the incessant 
harping from the University and 
angered by the huge budget request 
of $438 million. Finance Director 
Verne Orr, last month, took the 
battle right to the doorstep of the 
Regents. In so many words he 
accused President Hitch and his 
staff of giving false information to 
the Regents. 
“You have only been getting their 
side of the story,’’ he told the 
governing board. “ I am here to tell 
you what they haven’t told you.’’ 
And Orr, loaded for bear, rattled 
off some startling facts. 
Despite enrollment dropoffs there 
have been no cutbacks in the 
University budget. To the contrary 
the state has consistently provided 
more dollars each year and state 
appropriations for the University 
have grown from $240 million to $385 
million during the six years Reagan 
has been Governor. 
Orr conceded there have been cuts 
in the University budget requests. 
But he said the requests hadn’t been 


cut enough. This he charged was 
because the University has been 
basing their requests on inflated 
enrollment figures. 
He cited the fact the University 
enrollment is measured without any 
drop date. His reference was to the 
fact that state colleges have a drop 
out date and take their census after 
that time. He also suggested a 
perfidy 
in 
course 
accounting 
pointing out that the University 
claims graduate credit for graduate 
students 
taking 
undergraduate 
courses. Graduate courses require 
higher funding than the lower grade 
courses. He said this method was 
different from the colleges and 
enabled the University tc materially 
overstate their need for funds. 
Orr’s big blast came with his 
disclosure of salaries paid by the 
University. “ When we are told how 
desperately you need money, we 
look at these figures and wonder.’’ 


After 
citing 
the 
fact 
that 
President Hitch is oaid more than 
the Governor, Orr pointed out a long 
. list of 
high ranking University 
employees who are paid more than 
comparable state jobs. 


“ We think of the state as a single 
employer, not as several employers 
with widely varying scales,’’ he 
said. Orr noted that his comparisons 
were of non-academic salaries. He 
said 
the 
University 
was 
not 
competing with other universities 


for this type of employee. “The 
University 
and 
the 
State 
are 
competing 
in 
the 
same 
labor 
m arket.’’ 
He told the Regents that 56 of the 
top 66 paying jobs in the state are on 
the 
University 
payroll 
and 
75 
percent of the state jobs paying 
$35,000 or more were filled by 
University employees. 


As for the professors, who Orr has 
been most critical of for the small 
amount of time they spend in 
classrooms, Orr pointed out that 
despite the fact they have not been 
granted any pay increases in the 
past two years, resignations were at 
the lowest level in 13 years. There 
were 32 tenure resignations at 
Berkely in 1966, the year before 
Reagan took office, and only 11 last 
year. 


Orr accused the nine campuses as 
acting autonomously in competing 
for budget dollars, rather than as a 
single University. He said this was 
demonstrated by each trying to 
match library funds with that of 
Berkely. 


He also charged the University 
with maintaining unneeded staff at 
cam p u ses 
which 
had 
large 
enrollm ent 
drops 
instead 
of 
transferring the professors while at 
the same time asking for increased 
staff at other campuses.
